Inasmuch as B campestris* generally 
establishes itself in the plant borough 
the water pores, and as considerable 
time elapses from the first evidences cf 
the disease until it has worked its 
way down into the main stem it is 
possible to hold the disease in cheek 
in its early stages by a removal cf the 
affected organs. 
One can readily de­ 
term ine w hether the leaf is diseased 
or not by exam ining the cross section 
of the stalk. 
It blackens near the 
anion cf leaf and stem, even if small 
specks appear in the fibrous strands, 
the disease organism has undoubtedly 
entered the plant. 
If such has hap­ 
pened, nothing can bo done to furtLer 
check its progress. Such plants should 
be pulled up and destroyed entirely. 
If throw n on the ground the diseased 
tissues dry and the oacilli of the dis­ 
ease arc then redily distributed by the 
winds. 
If close watch is kept for the early 
appearance cf the disease, the removal 
of the affected l aves is a m atter of 
amati moment. 
Such a method of treatm ent neces­ 
sarily consumes some time but it oan 
ba done by cheap labor 
With a crop 
worth from $75 to $150 per acre, cou- 
6iderable labor can well be expanded 
if attended with any degree of success.

afternoon. by the breaking of the levee. 
Flood w aters from the swollen to rrents 
of the W abash and Ohio rivers rushed 
dow n upon the city and swept away 
everything in their path. 
It is impossible to obtain either tele­ 
graphic or telephonic com m unication 
w ith th e stricken city. 
The reports of 
th e enorm ous loss of life, am ounting 
to IO per cent of Shaw neetow n^ popu­ 
lation, come from survivors who have 
arrived at points down the river. 
T h e first reports of the disaster came 
here at 5:30 o’clock from Cypress Ju n c­ 
tion, situated six miles from Shawnee­ 
town. 
At th at time a telephone m es­ 
sage contained the m eager inform ation 
th a t the levee had given way and th at 
great loss of life was feared. 
Later 
inform ation has borne out this fear in 
appalling m anner, the statem ent on the 
num ber of victims growing with each 
hour. 
At m idnight a message from Cypress 
Junction stated th a t 
Shawneetown is 
completely washed away and th at the 
rag in g w aters extend four miles be­ 
yond the lim its of the city. 
M easures for the relief of the u n ­ 
fo rtunate people have been 
quickly 
taken by the neighboring towns. H u n ­ 
dreds of survivors, it is stated, are now 
on the roofs of houses or have sought 
safety in trees, and boats m anned by 
willing men are plying to and fro res­ 
cuing them as fast as possible from 
th eir places of peril. 
The flood w aters come 
principally 
from the Ohio river, which for weeks 
has been a raging torrent through prac­ 
tically its entire length.

The Baltimore & j 
Ohio Southw estern railroad built th is 
levee up higher and strengthened it 
several times and kept it in repair in 
return for certain concessions. H ere­ 
tofore if the citizens felt there was any 
danger of the levee giving way they 
have cut the levee at the south end of 
th e town, letting in the back water and 
flooding the town.

built higher and had been strengthened 
it. withstood several floods. The Ohio 
was up to high water m ark last year, 
but it stood th at flood safely.

House in Seattle. Wash., lying upon 
her bed. 
The cold, rigid form was 
smeared with blood from the head to 
the shouldars. 
The hands and arms 
were bathep in gore. 
On her head 
were five horrible wouhds made with 
an old hair mer which 
the murderer 
had thrown under the bed. 
There were pools of blood on the 
floor at the side of the bed over which 
a comforter bad been thrown. In a 
wash bowl was blood stained water. 
The murderer committed his awful 
deed, concealed his work temporarily, 
lccUed the door, put ti e key in his 
pocket and walked away. 
No one saw him enter the room or 
go away 
There i s 
d o trace of his 
identity. 
The detectives 
differ in 
opinions as to the motive for the foul 
deed. 
A W isconsin W om an, 


Mrp. 
O’Rourke was a resident of 
Wisconsin for several years, and for a 
short time lived in this city, doing bus­ 
iness as a milliner. 
She obtained a 
divorce from James O’Rourke, Febru­ 
ary 3, 1806, at Jefferson, Wit*., on the 
ground of inhuman treatment. 
At 
that time Judge John R. Bennett, cf 
this city, gran ed her permission to, 
resume her former hame, Margaret 
Doerstling, as it appears in the order 
of court. The last namejshows connect­ 
ing link with 
a marriage certificate 
found in her trunk. 
There was a let* 
ter among ber effects from Isaac G. 
Ooforth, written at the S ddiers home, 
M ilwaukee, W is., March 8, 1897. in 
which in calls her his “own dear, 
tw eet, precious little God-blessed pet,’ 
add immediately speaks of himself as 
her husbahd. Aocording to this count, 
Mr?. O’Rourke has had three chapters 
of wedded bliss. 
There is nothing to 
show how she was separated from 
Doerstling, but a Post-Ioteliigecc^r 
reporter sow the order cf court that 
separated her fram O’Rourke. Goforth 
is a new factor, and just when he 
acquired the right to use 6uch sweep­ 
ing terms of love and affection toward 
the dead woman is hard to figure out.

A telegram from Ohief of Police 
Jansen, of Mil* ankee, 
received at 
Seattle, fires the identity of the vie im 
of the atrocious crime. 
He says: 
“Mrs. O'Rourk was divorced from 
O’Rourke two years ago. He bas since 
died. 
Mrs. O’Rourke kept a house of 
ill fame here.” 
As yet no clue to the murderer has 
been discovered. 
It has been ascer­ 
tained that two of her husbands have 
died—O’Rourke 
nd Doerstling—and 
the third, Isaac Goforth, an old sold­ 
ier, is at present an inmate cf the 
Soldiers’ Home at Marion, Inoiana.

that one of these, prompted by jeal­ 
ousy, might have committed the deed. 
Robbery seems to be the most prob­ 
able motive for the deed. 
The victim

She had not been in Seattle long 
enough to have foamed many acquaint­ 
ance, and the hotelkeeper asserts that 
no mao ever visited ber in her room. 
The murderer must have gained access 
to it by stealth or have been one of 
the boarders in the house. 
None of 
the latter, however, is suspected. 
The case is one that puzzles the 
police, and promises to remain a n un­ 
solved mystery.
